Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  upon  tho 
hoult^  of  the  District,  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  hie  year  1944. 

Tho  Registrar  Genoral’s  estimate  of  the  population  is 
36. ^60. 

The  Birrh  Rate  is  21*-8  per  1,000  compared  with  17.6 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Death  Rato  is  10.6  per  1,000  compared  with  11.6 
for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  Birth  Rate  continues  to 
bo  higher  than  the  General  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  continues 
to  be  lower  than  tho  Rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

Tho  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  25.0  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  4G.0  foi  England  and  V/ales,  and  is  one  of  the 
iov;ujL  Infant  Mortality  Rates  in  tho  Kingdom. 

The  general  health  of  tho  district  is  satisfactory.

HOSPITALS. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Pareham 
West  Ward  and  is  the  property  of  the  Council.  Cases  are  received 
from  Pareham  and  part  of  the  Droxford  Rural  District.  As  there 
is  limited  accommodation  arrangements  are  made  as  required  for 
treating  surgical  and  other  cases  at  other  infectious  diseases 
hosplta Is . 


Tuberculosis.-  Sanatorium^  treatment  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  Chandlers  Ford  and  Bishops toko. 


Small  Pox.-  Accommodation  for  these  cases  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 


General  Hospitals.-  There  are  none  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
u'roan  District.  The  hospitals  at  Southampton,  Portsmouth  and 
Winchestor  are  available.  Necessitous  cases  are  accommodated 
through  the  Public  Assistance  Commibtee.-,

Fareham  liVaterworks  are  the  property  of  the  Fareham  Urban 
District  Council,  and  supply  all  the  properties  in  the  East  and 
V/est  Wards,  except  for  a few  houses,  which  are,  for  convenience, 
supplied  by  the  Gosport  Water  Company.  The  water  is  chlorinated. 
Chlorine  (parts  per  100,000)  varies  from  1.2  to  2.6.  Monthly 
Chemical  and  Ba?" teriologica  1 reports  have  been  received,  no 
conform  bacilli  are  present  in  the  water.  These  reports  refer 
to  water  going  into  supply.  Ho  reports  of  the  raw  water  have  been 
received.  There  are  a few  -cases  whore  one  -tend  pipe  is  cu'U’cn 
to  a number  of  houses.  '"^'he  approximate  number  of  stand 
pipes  is  6.  This  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo  - solvent 
action.  The  population  supplied  is  approximately  16,500. 


Portsmouth  Water  Company  supply  v/ater  to  the  Portchester  Ward. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

Practically  all  houses  have  a piped  supply  except  in  the  case  of  a few  . 
Isolated  premises.  There  are  no  stand  - pipes  for  the  supply  of 
houses  in  Portchester.  Treatment  of  the  water  consists  of  (a)  Simple 
chlorination  at  the  source.  (b)  Slow  sand  filtration  prior  to 
entering  main  Reservoirs.  (c)  Re-chlorination  on  leaving  the 
Reservoirs  when  ammonia  is  added  in  order  to  ensure  a free  chlorine 
reaction  throughout  the  distribution  system. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at  fortnightly  intervals, 
both  witn  raw  water  and  with  the  water  as  distributed.  Of  the  26 
samples  of  raw  water  taken  during  1944,  B.Coli  was  found  in  every 
sample  except  one,  but  every  one  of  the  26  samples  of  treated  water  as 
distributed  was  Coli  - free.  A chemical  analysis  was  made  twice  during 
the  year  of  both  the  raw  and  treated  water,  the  results  in  each  case 
being  'almost  identical.

. The  water  is  not  liable  to  Plumbo  - solvent  action,  the 
population  supplied  is  approximately  10,000. 


Gosport  Waterworks  Company  supply  the  Crofton  Ward.  Periodical 
samples  are  taken  of  raw  water,  particularly  following  heavy  rainfall. 
The  water  is  chlorinated  continuously  at  all  pumping  stations,  and 
hourly  residual  tests  made  and  recorded.  24  bacteriological  and  4 
chemical  samples  were  reported  upon  during  1944.  No  action  has  been 
takeii  relating  to  any  contamination. 
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Chemical  analysis  shows  the  water  neutral  on  reactions,  and  free 
from  metals.  The  v/acer  is  hard  in  character  though  not  to  an 
abnormal  degree,  it  contains  no  excess  of  saline  or  mineral  matter 
in  solution.  B.  Coli  is  present  in  the  raw  water  but  none  are  found 
in  distributed  water.  There  is  no  plumbo  - solvent  action.  The 
population  supplied  is  approximately  2,000.  No  houses  are  supplied 
by  stand  pipes. 


Southam-pton  Corporation  Waterv/orks  supply  Barisbury,  Titchficld 
and  Warsesh  Wards.  The  Supply  has  boon  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
in  quality.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  raw  water 
every  fortnight,  and  of  treat ^d  water  every  week.  No  faecal 
organisms  were  present  in  the  samples  of  treated  water  examined. 


All  the  water  supplied  in  Pareham  Urban  District  is  sterilized 
by  means  of  the  "Chloramine”  treatment  (Chlorine  and  Ammonia)  before 
distributi on,  and  the  water  supplied  from  the  River  Itchen  is 
subjected  to  a process  of  sedimentation  follov^/ed  by  filtration 
through  rapid  gravity  sand  filters.  Chemical  analysis  shov/  the  water 
neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  but  not 
abnormally  so.  No  excess  of  saline  or  mineral  matter  in  solution, 
absence  of  nitrites.  Free  chlorine  0.035  to  Nil  (in  parts  per 
100,000).  These  results  wore  obtained  from  samples  which  had  already 
been  treated  by  the  addition  of  ammonia  and  chlorine.  The  water  is 
free  from  Plumbo  Solvent  action,  none  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from 
stand  - pipes.  The  population  supplied  is  approximately  7,000. 

Some  houses  in  the  Sarisbury,  Tiichfield  and  Warsash  Wards 
have  not  yet  been  connected  to  the  Southampton  Corporation  mains. 

There  are  still  a number  of  shallow  wells  in  use  in  these  Wards. 

About  18  of  these  houses  have  been  connected  to  mains  during  1944. 
Samples  are  taken  from  all  shallov/  wells  and  where  found  necessary 
appropriate  action  is  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  to  provide 
water  from  the  mains. 

Hook  Village.  This  small  community  of  10  houses  has  not  yet  been 
connected  to  the  Southampton  water  main.  It  is  supplied  from  a spring 
close  to  the  Village  by  pipes  to  a covered  tank  with  a Pump.  At 
present  this  water  is  satisfactory.  Regular  bacteriological 
examinations  of  this  water  are  made. 

The  Warsash  Church  of  England  School  has  no  proper  water  supply. 
The  water  required  by  the  school  is  drawn  from  a neighbouring  well. 

This  state  of  affairs  is  unsatisfactory.  An  offer  to  the  Controlling 
Authority  by  the  Pareham  Urban  District  Council  of  50^  of  the  cost  of 
extending  the  water  main  to  this  school  has  been  made,  but  no  reply 
has  been  received.

The  Sewage  Disposal  works  appeared  to  be 
working  sa tTs'factorily  - no  complaints  re  any  nuisances  were 
received  during  the  year*

Wards  are  sowered-o 


Grofton  and  Portchester A large  amount  of  aewers  were 
laid  in  those  wards  just"  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hoatilitlest 
There  are  still  some  portions  which  require  aewers,  and  it  is 
honed  those  may  bo  t\  id  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  cessation 
of  hostilities. 

The  sewage  from  these  two  wards,  to-gether  with  tha  t from 
Titchfiold  is  pum|ied  to  the  main  disposal  works  at  Fareham  for 
treatment • 


Sarisbury,  Warsash  and  part  of  Tltchfleld  V/ard a . - 
The  s e"^re  a't  present'  without  "any  maTm  drainage  sysTem  • 
Instructions  have  been  given  to  the  Council's  consulting 
Engineers  to  prepare  a report  upon  the  drainage  of  these  areas# 


Public  Cleansing*-  In  t he  Fareham  and  Crofton  wards,  the 
work  ra^'*dono  by  direct  labour,  two  S*D*  Freighters  being  employed 
and  lorries  for  any  additional  collections. 

In  the  other  wards  the  work  is  done  by  contract. 

Owing  to  war  conditions  and  shortage  of  labour  the  collection 
of  house  refuse  is  done  fortnightly  - except  in  the  case  of 
premises  occupied  by  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  - when  the  refuse 
is  collected  twice  weekly. 

This  system  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily,  very  few 
complaints  being  received. 


Cesspit  Emptying.-  This  work  is  done  by  direct  labour  - 
t hr  e freight  or  a being  employed. 

It  has  been  extremely  difficult  to  deal  adequately  with  the 
number  of  cesspits  owing  to  breakdown  of  vehicles  and  sickness 
amongst  the  men  - consequently  complaints  were  made  of  non- 
emptying of  cesspits. 

Prom  time  to  time  it  was  found  necessary  to  engage  Contractors 
to  assist  with  the  wnrk. 


During  the  year  51  properties  were  connected  to  the  sewers, 
making  a total  of  1882^  premises  connected  since  sowers  were  laid 
in  the  Portchester  and  Crofton  Wards,  about  six  years  ago.

Proquont  inspections  were  made,  and  samples  taken  have  been 
found  to  be  consistently  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  milk  were  also  taken  from  retailers  supplying 
milk  fr-m  outside  the  district,  also  clean  bottles  wore  obtained 
and  tested  for  efficiency  of  sterilization.  All  samples 
were  satisfactory.

SECTION  P.-  PREVALENCE  OP  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INPECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria 6 cases  occurred  during  the  year.  There  wore 
no  doatVis . Two  of  these  cases  had  boon  immunised  6 years 
previously.  The  disease  was  mild  in  those  cases.  No  cases  of 
Diphtheria  occurred  in  c'-^ildron  under  12  years  of  age. 

Scarlet  Pever .-  There  were  71  cases  notified,  69  of  which 
wore  a dni t tod  t o lios'pl  ta  1 * There  were  no  deaths. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis.-  Tv\?o  cases  vwro  notified  - 
no  deaths . 

Typhoid  Fever.-  One  case  of  Paratyphoid  occurred  on  a Farm 
in  the  District*  The  well  on  the  Farm  v/as  found  to  be  polluted. 

Moas les .-  147  cases  wore  notified  - no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough."  86  cases  wore  notified  - no  deaths. 

Scabies.-  This  disease  has  boon  loss  prevalent  during  the 
yoar-."^  The  method  of  treatment  by  the  issue  of  Lotion  appears  to 
bo  satisfactory.  Lotion  (cost  price  1/3)  is  issued  by  the  Public 
Health  Department,  5,  Grove  Road,  Parehamf  and  by  Councillor  Brown, 
106,  Edward  Grove,  Portchestor.  The  number  of  bottles  of  Lotion 
issued  during  1944  v/as  233  compared  with  515  for  1943. 

Immunisation  agalns t Diphtheria . - Monthly  Clinics  have  been 
hold  in  'Pa  re  ham,  Portchoster,  Croftoh,  Titchfleld,  Sarisbury  and 
Warsash. 

The  material  used  for  Immunisation  is  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid 
(Burroughs  Wellcome  & Co),  obtained  free  of  charge  from  the 
Emergency  Laboratory,  Winchester.  Two  doses  are  given  by  injections 
at  an  interval  of  one  month  between  doses.  Re-inoculation  five 
years  after  immunisation  is  advisable. 

The  most  suitable  age  for  immunisation  is  about  the  first 
birthday.  Re-actions  to  injections  are  slight,  occasionally  a 
small  lump  is  felt  at  the  seat  of  the  injection  for  a week  or  two. 

In  older  children  of  school  age,  there  is  occasionally  a more 
sever  re-action,  consisting  ofswolling  and  redness  at  seat  of  the 
injection,  this  does  not  persist  for  more  than  a week.  No  permanent 
ill  effects  have  resulted  from  the  injections. 

There  were  two  mild  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  school  children, 
both  of  whom  had  been  immunised  6 years  previously.  This  shows 
the  advisability  of  re-inoculation.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
Diphtheria  in  the  District.  The  District  is  now  well  protected 
bj”  Immunisation.  Power  school  children  are  requiring  Immunisation. 


Publicity  - by  cdvortiscmcnt  in  local  press  and  by  Posters 
issued  by  the  Contral  Gouncil  for  IToalth  Education,  - and  by 
Health  Visitors  who  iasuo  special  Diphtheria  Cards  to  parents  of 
young  children,  and  also  special  Diphtheria  Birthday  Cards  to 
mothers  of  children  under  1 year.
